They soon were ig- 
nited, and the terrible heat and lack of 
air quickly rendered the victim uncon-

Throughout the entire affair but little 
was said. As they had calmly prepared 
for the avenging, so the people of the 
eastern part of the state carrfed out their 
plan coolly and deliberately. There was 
not a hitch in the entire proceeding. Not 
a weapon was drawn, there was no angry 
discussion. After the fire had burned low 
they told each other good night and then 
went home. They did not stop to discuss 
the affair.

New York, November 16.—Bishop Henry 
C. Potter, hishop of the Episcopal dio- 
cese of New York, today sent a letter to 
Mayor Van Wyck in reference to vice in 
this city, and especially on the East 
Side. The letter is the one promised 
some weeks ago, when the bishop public- 
ly announced that one of his rectors had 
been grossly insulted by the command-. 
ing officials of a certain police station, 
and that he proposed to take up the mat- 
ter in a ma r which the heads of the 
police force spould feel. 

At writing there are three 
movements directed ugainst vice as it is 
cisplayed on the great East Side, These 
are a quietly conducted investigation by 
Districc Attorney Gardner, in connection 
with Anthony Comstock's Society for the 
Suppression ot Crime, Tammany's ap- 
pointment of a committee to investigate 
political conditions, and Bishop Potter's 
cruat de. 5 

Bishop Potter, in his letter to Mayor 
Van Muck, calls attention to the work 
that is belng done at the pro-cathedral, 
13) Stanton street, in endeavoring to im- 
prove the condition of the poor of the 
East Side tenement district in which it 
Is located, and continues: | 

“In view of these facts it would seem 
that it has a val'd etaim on the sympa- 
thy, co-operation, and, at least, courte- 


ous consideration, of those who offictally 
feoresent our city government aml the 


guardianship of deoe and good mor- 
als. I urge here no er claim for it, | 
and I beg to say that I am not now ad- 
dressing you 1 there has been in 
that which I desire Yo bring to your no- | 
tice a vulgar and brutal absence of these 
in connection with one who to 
have been my own representative.

Called Clergyman a Liar. 

Bishop Potter then tells how when two 
clergymen called at the police stations of 
the precinct to complain of the notorious 
condition of effairs, one of them was told 
by the police captain that he lied; and 
that when, disheartened by such an ex- 
pertence, the clergyman carried his com- 
plaint to a higher authority in the police, 
he was met with insolent derision. 

The bishop says: 

»I am not, 1 veg to say, unmindful of 
the fact that the existence of vive in 4 
great city is, »racticaliy, an inevitab.e 
condition of ine lite of euch a community. 
1 am not demanding that vice shail be 
‘stamped out" by the police or any other 
civil authority. This is a task which 
would demand for Rs accomplishment a 
ruce of angels, and not of men. But 1 dp 
proach you, sir, to protest with all my 
power, againat-a vonditicn of things in 
which’ vice is not only tolerated, but 
shielded and encouraged by those whose 
sworn duty it is to repress and discourage 
it. and in the name cf unsullted youth 
und innoeence, of young giris and their 
methers, who though living under con- 
ditions often of privation and the hard 
struggle for MHvellhood, have in them 


every instinct of virtue and purity that 
‘are the ornaments of any so-called gentle 


¥cman in the land, and bef zre God and in 
the face of the citizens of New York I 
protest, as my people have charged me 
te do against the habitual insult, the per- 
sistent menace, the unutterably defilfac 
contacts, to which day bv day, because 
cf the base complicity of the police of 
New York with the lowest forms of vice 
and crime, they are suoject.

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BRATTON BROTHERS ON TRIAL , MILES IS FOR A GREAT ARMY 


Charged with Murder of William 
Brown, at Rock Hill. 
Columbia, S. C., November 16.—(Spe- 
clal.)—The trial of Paul R. Bratton and 
John 8. Bratton, brothers, aged thirty- 
five and thirty, respectively, began in 
Yorkville today. The defendants are 
charged with having murdered in his bed 
William Brown, of Rock Hill, a man with 
a family. It has been proven tnat on the 
night of September 13th the brothers 
drove from Yorkville, where the brothers 
live, to Rock Hill, fifteen miles, and that 
one of them went into Brown's house and 
fired two bullets into his body while he 
was being aroused by his father in law. 
Since the killing of Captain Dawaon, 
editor of The News and Courter, no crim- 
inal case has attracted such general in- 
terest in the state. The Bratton family 
connection is unusually large and inflw

Commanding General Says There Are 
Not Enough Soldiers. 
Washington, November 16.—The feature 
of the annual report of Ideutenant Gen- 
eral Miles, commanding the army, is a 
chapter dealing with the need for a gen- 
eral reorganization of the military ser- 
vice. In regard to this question he says: 
“The need for an efficient and well or- 
ganized land force for an indefinite period 
in the future ig most obvious, and the 

organisation of such a fore cannot 

wisely avoided. Such a service as is t 
demanded of the army cannot be ber- 

formed by a temporary orsanlsation. 
Genera! Miles pointg out that the prac- 
tical] limitation of’ service of the volun- 
teers to one year in the Philippines makes 
this a most expensive practice, necessai- 
tating double tramgsfer of troops and ad- 
‘encrmotiy: te the cost of tie or- 
ganization. Ha elee points out the need 
of a reserve force for the relief of the 
soldiers who serve in the tropics, declar- 


1 the regiments that have so far 


rved more than two years at unhealthy 
stations should be relieved. 

General Miles renews his recommenda- 
tlon that the permanent force of the 
army should be one man for each thous- 
and of population of the United States. 

The report showy that the demands for

Major Nash's death came as a sudden 
shock and surprise to the members of his 
family who had not been made aware 
of his serious condition.

The death of no man in Atlanta could 
have caused deeper regret than that ot 
Major Nash. He has been prominently 
identified with Atlanta's interests for the 
past twenty years and had hundreds ot 
warm personal friends. 

Since his residence in Atlanta Major 
Nash, as manager of the southern de- 
partment of D. Appleton & Co., has been

enjoyed a wide popularity. He was a 
prominent confederate veteran and took 
great interest in all matters relating to 
the various camps in the city. During the 
recent confederate yeterans’ reunion held 
in Atlanta, and more recently on thé oc- 
casion of the reunion of the blue and the 
gray, he took a conspicuous part in en- 
tertaining the visiting veterans.

Glasgow, November 164—-The earl of 
Rosebery was installed as lord rector of 
Glasgow university today. His address 
on thé subject of The British Empire“ 
was a stirring appeal to the race to re- 
altre its responsibilities and to prepare to 
fight for its existence. Never, said his 
lordship, did the empire so urgen@y re- 
quire the strenuous support of its sub- 
jects, because there was a disposition 
abroad to challenge both its naval and 
ite commercial supremacy. The twen- 
tleth century. he declared, would be a 
period of keen, intelligent and almost 
fierce international competition, more, 
probably, in the arts of peace even than 
in the arts of war. Therefore, he added, 
it was necessary to undertake periodical 
stock taking, to remodel the state ma- 
chinery and educational methods, to be- 
come business-like and thorough as war- 
riors, merchants ahd statesmen, and to 
look thoroughly to the training of first-

He thought that the now 
antiquated methods of training had al- 
most resulted in commercial disaster and 
the time had arrived to reconsider the 
educational apparatus. 

Lord Rosebery asserted that but for 
the small incident of the acceptance of a 
peerage, the empire might have been in- 
calculably greater.

Miss Clara Barton, head of the Red 
Cross Bociety, spent the day in Atlanta 
yesterday. She was en route from Gal- 
veston, where she went shortly after the 
memorable flood, to her home at Glen 
Echo, Md. 

In her party were Stephen Barton, her 
nephew, and his wife; Miss Agnes 
Coombs, her private secretary; Dr. I. M. 
P. Dillinger, her physician; Mrs. Fannie 
Ward, Miss Agner Wray and Ray Marsh. 

The party arrived in a private car at- 
tached to the atlanta and West Point 
train that arrived here at 11:4 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and left last night at 
11:50 over the Southern railway. Miss 
Barton and the other members dT her 
party did not go to a hotel but remained 
in their car during their stay in Atlanta. 

Miss Barton came direct from Galves- 
ton, where she has been since the great 
storm. Notwithstanding her severe la- 


endure in the destroyed city, Miss Bar- 
ton’s health is remarkably good. Despite 
her years, the fatigue and great strain 
did not wear her down appreciably. To 
reporters who saw her yesterday she 
gave short interviews while compiling her 
report of the work done by the Red Cross 
in relieving the distress in Galveston. 
She said: 

‘There is little bullding going on in 
Galveston and thousand of the people are 
still living in tents put up for the mill- 
tary. There is, however, no acute suffer- 
ing except perhaps from cold. A great 
many people have an idea that the tem- 

rature is always high’ at Galveston.

Why New York Is Surprised.

The Colonia] Records. 
The appeal made by the Daughters 
of the American Revolution for the 
preservation of the colonia] records of 
Georgia ts one which should receive 
the sympathetic attention of the leg 
islature.

The Increase of Spinning. 

The increase of spinning cotton in 
the southern states, which has doubled 
in ten years. is rivaled in Germany. 

Over one million spinners and weav- 
ers find occupation in Germany, and 
the export trade would be relatively 
small were it not fot its textile indus- 
tries. In the Rhineland and West- 
phalia, there were 717,000 spindles in 
the cotton mills in 1888, and these 
more than doubled in 1897, when the 
number was 1.636.000. These mills 
consumed. in 1885, over 22,500,000 
pounds of raw cotton, and in 1897, 
47.000 000 pounds. 

This may suggest to those who think 
that cotton spinning is being overdone 
in the south that there is much room 
to occupy yet before we can be re- 
garded as crowding the older inter- 
ests. As long as they can go on in- 
creasing abroad, it would look as if 
we might continue to do the same thing 
at home. ;

Judge Terry 
married a young wife, and had his hair 
cut; thereupon, being shorn of his polit- 
ical strength, he found himself put to one 
side by the fickle democrats of hig dis- 
trict. 

The Califofnia delegation will be solidly 
republican. In the present house there 
is, or rather has been untti recently, one 
democratic member, Mr. Deveries, of the 
second dirtrict.

It will have the salutary effect 
not only of affording some protection to 
the individual citizen, but of inviting cap- 
ital, to embark in the commercial and 
industrial enterprises within the state and 
of developing her varied natural resources, 
with the assurance that, beyond a pre- 
seribed limit, the investments will not be 
burdened with the fixed charge of taxes. 

By January 1, 190, with this limitation 
to work to, and with its encouraging 
effect, there is but little doubt that the 
rate will be below the limit and the won- 
der will then be that we, of 1900, fixed 
the limit so high. The measure is so 
conservative as to leave no room for 
criticism, except that it proposes a re- 
trenchment of legislative prerogative. 
So it does. But such a criticism is an at- 
tack on constitutional government, to 
which we are af] committed. The wisdom 
of constitutional restriction of not only the 
executive and judicial, but especially of 
the legislative branches of the govern- 
ment, is too well and universally recog- 
nized to require defense. And no legis- 
lative function is so universally restrict- 
ed as its taxing power. 

The constitution of 1877 sought to save 
the state from bankruptcy and to re- 
store her good name and credit and to 
relieve the heavy burden of taxation by 
what were then considered the severe and 
absolutely safe restrictions contained in 
Article VII. section 1, paragraph 1, which 
now reads as follows: 

The powers of taxation over the whbdle 
state shall be e by the general 
assembly for the following purposes only: 

“For the support of the state govern- 
ment and the public Institutions. 

For educational purposes in instructing 
children in the elementary branches of 
an English education only. 

“To pay the interest on the public debt. 

“To pay thé principal of the public 
debt. \ 

“To suppress 3 to repel in- 
vasion and defend the state in time of 
war. 

“To supply (:naimed in the confederate 
service) wih artificial limbs. (Subse- 
quently enlarged to provide for pensiona, 
etc.) 

Understand that the purpose of the con- 
stitution of 1877 was thus to protect th 
people from the evils of excessive taxa- 
tion by limiting tne puposes for which 
the purposes of taxation might be ex- 
ercised. With what success this rotec- 
tion was effective is evidenced by the fo}.

Attorney General’s Opinion. 

The written opinion of Attorney General 
J. M. Terrell on the constitutionality of 
the depot bill, which was exclusively fore, 
casted in The Constitution of yesterday 
morning, was read in the house at yes 
terday' s ecesion, and immediately created 
a strong impression, 

The report leaves no doubt us to the 
constitutionality of the plan of using the 
money that would otherwiee be used fur 
the payment of interest on the bonded 
debt in the'construction of a new station. 

The report in full will be printed and 
coptes furnished each member of the as- 
sembly for reference. The report is as 
follows: 

„Attorney Ger ral’s Office, Atlanta. Ga., 
November 15, 1900.—Gevernor A. D. Can- 
dier, Atlanta, Ga, Dear Bir: Replying to 
your request, which you state is made in 
pursuance of a resolution passed on yes 
terd&y by the house of representatives, 
ior an opinion ‘as to the legaNty of ap- 
piying the proceeds of the sale of the 
Northeastern railroad, the old capitol 
building and other property of the state, 
to the building of a new depot on that 
property of the state known ag the 
terminal of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad,’ I beg to submit the following: 

Paragraph 1, section 13, article 7, of the 
ccnstitution provides that the proceeds of 
the sale of any property owned by the 
state ‘shall be applied to the payment of 
the bond2d debt of the state, and shall 
not be used for any other purpose what- 
ever, so long as the state has any exist- 
ing bonded debt.’ As the state has an 
existing bonded debt, it would, in my 
cpinion, be a violation of this clause of 
the constitution to use the money arising 
from the sale of public property for any 
other purpose than to apply the same to 
the payment of the bonded debt of the 
state,’ which term includes both the prin- 
cipal and interest due by the state. 

“The foregoing answers fully, as 1 un- 
derstand k. the literal question submitted 
by the resoluticn, but after a careful ex- 
amination of the same, and of the Dill 
teferred to therein, I feel that the house 
by its unanimous action in the premises 
really intended to express a desire to 
have my opinion on the question whether 
the legislation evidantly contemplated by 
the provisions embraced in the body of 
the bill would be constitutional. While 
1 have no authority whatever to oMocially 
deterinine the constitutionality of any 
measure pending before the general as 
vembiy, and will not in advance of the en- 
actment of a law give an opinion cover- 
ing the details of any legisiation, I do 
not, in view of whut is sated above,

The Commutation Given Yesterday 
By Governor Osndler Practi- 
cally Amounts to Pardcn. 


Paul Rainwater, the youthful slayer of 
Frank Slappy, who was convicted of in- 
Voluntary manslaughter at the October 
term of the Fulton superior court and 
aentenced to one your in the penitentiary, 
waa yesterday the recipient of executive 
clemency on the recommendation of th 
tate parden board, 

Under the commutation of sentence 
granted by Governor Candler yestorday, 
ycung Rainwater is taken out of the pen- 
itentiary and ite dangerous atmosphere 
and consigned to the county jail, where 
he is to remain sixty days from the date 
his conviction. This practically 
amounts to a pardon, as the boy was con- 
victed in October, and must now re- 
hewsed before the middle of Decembef, 

Tho petition prepared in behalf of Paul 
Rainwater was one of the strongest ever 
presented to the prison commission, in- 
cluding all the members of the convicting 
jury but two, county officers, city offi- 
Clals, school teachers and the menaders 
of the grand jury that brought the in- 
Gictment. The order issued by Governor 
Candler yesterday commuting the sen- 
tence is as follows: oe 

November 16, 1900.—In Re, Paul Rain- 
water. Application fcr Executive Clem- 
ency.—The applicant, Paul Rainwater, 
was convicted at the October term, 1900, 
of the superior court of Fulton county of 
the offense of involuntary manslaughter 
and sentenced to one year in the peniter- 
tiary. The prison commission recommend 
a commutation of senterce to sixty days 
in jail, to begin on the date of his con- 
viction, for the following reasons: 
**Defendant was shown to have been 
fifteen years of age when convicted, and 
to have borne an unusually good charac- 
ter. The teachers of the school which he 
has attended for eight years, ail testify 
that he has during that period always 
been obedient to discipline, well behaved 
end manly, helpful to them in the con- 
trol of other pupils, and influencing his 
companions for good, and that they have 
never had occasion to punish him for 
misbehavior. His general mood character 
is also established by other reputable 
citizens who have knewn him from his 
infancy. His home life has been sur, 
rounded by moral and Christian influ- 
ences, which have evidently deeply im- 
preased him. The character of the crimo 
committed showed neither malice nor an 
abandoned or malignant heart, nor did it 
demonstrate that the defendant was crim- 
inally vicious, and while it brought sur 
row and grief to the family of the victim, 
which can not be asvuaged by the de- 
fendant’s punishment, it also placed upon 
him and hia family a burden almost as 
heavy. The majesty of the law haa been 
vindicated by his conviction, and it i” 
thought the punfshmert recommended 
will better protect socicty than the
